Nations? 


New York, Nov. 15. 

United Nattons diplomats 
wero quietly hopeful today 
that perhaps within a, week 
machinery might be set -in 
motion to make Japan, 
Spain and Italy and other 
nations members of the 


World Organisation, 

Developments in the past two 
days indicated on approaching 
climax to the attempts to break 
the deadlock which has gripped 
the question of admitting new 
members for the past five years. 

Mr Henry Cabot Lodge put on 
record on Sunday the United 
States poxition favouring 13 
applicants, and said the US 
would abstain—but would not 
velo—four Soviet sponsored 
Communist states, Albania, Bul- 
gorila, Hungary and Rumania. 
But the United States omitted 
another Soviet candidate, Outer 
Mongolia, from the Ust. 

The British delegation official- 
ly announced today that in order 
to break the deadlock it was pre- 
pared to acquiesce in the ad- 
mission of atl 18 candidates, 
even though It doubted the 
qualifications of some, The de- 
legation said it would even be 
prepared vo acquiesce in the ad- 
mission of Outer Mongolia, On 
the other hand if there wero 
general support for the admis- 
sion of only 17—without Outer 
Mongolia—the British delega- 
tion would agree, 

SOVIET POSITION 


Authoritative Sovict sources 
made it plain that thoy still 
insisted on Outer Mongolia 
being Included in the group to 
be lected. These sources said 
that the Sovict delegatton was 
jn favour of admitung all 18 
applicants and laid aside any 
doubts that the USSR Padgh 
op Japan and pa iy 
specifically including. them in 
tne group to be elected, 

Coneultations ore now galing 
on among the big powers with 
a view to arriving ot final 


Diplomats sald that the only 
question left was whether tho 
United States or the Soviet 
Union would give way on the 
question of Outer Mongolia. 

In the view of experienced 
observers.the United States has 
already made a considerable 
concession im announcing its 
readiness to agrea to a 
“blanket” consideration of , all 
candidates with the sole ‘¢x- 
ceptiom of Outer Mongolia, “The - 
previous stand of the United 
States has becn to oppose utter= 
ly any “horso trades’ over 
membership or any Soviet 
proposed “package deals."
